The Speaker took the chair at 3 o’clock. 


This being the first day of the Fourth Session of the Third 
Legislature of the Province of Alberta for the despatch of 
business pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honour Robert 
George Brett, Lieutenant Governor, and the House having 
met, His Honour entered the House and having taken his seat 
on the Throne was pleased to open the Session by the following 
gracious Speech: 


“Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS 
OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


“It gives me pleasure to welcome you to the Fourth 
Session of the Third Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 

“It is to me a source of gratification that this, my first 
opportunity of bidding you welcome at the opening of a Session, 
is at a time when we have cause for great rejoicing over the 
bountiful harvest which has been the result of the labours of 
our people, under Divine guidance. Never. before. in the 
history of this or any other country have the labours of farmers 
been repaid by such great results, and probably there never 
could have been a time when they were more required in the 
interests of the people and of better advantage to the Empire. 

“The question of the Great War in which the Empire, 
of which we are a part, is now engaged, is one that occupies 
to a large extent the attention of all who are in any way interested 
in public matters. The time that has already elapsed since 
the starting of the war, the enormous numbers of people engaged 
in the same, the way in which hostilities have spread in 
ever widening circles, bring forcibly to our attention the fact 
of this being unique in the history of wars, and should cause 
us to meditate seriously on the best ways in which we can 
assist in bringing the war to a successful conclusion.

“Since your last Session, the people of Alberta have, under 
the provisions of The Direct Legislation Act, passed by a large 
majority a Bill for the prohibition of the liquor traffic within 
the boundaries of Alberta. This Bill will be presented to 
you for your consideration. 

~ “For many years there has been a growing feeling that 
the equality of the sexes should be recognized, and that the 
women, who, perhaps in a special degree in a new country, 
have aided in the development, put up with the hardships, 
and assisted in the prosperity, should have the right to take 
an equal part in the government of the country. My Govern- 
ment has considered this question, and has decided that so far 
as the Legislature has power, this equality should in Alberta 
be fixed by law, and that for the future there should be no 
distinction of sexes in our Province. 

“A small number of other Public and Private Bills will 
be introduced at this Session, which I commend to your 
serious consideration. 

“The Public Accounts for the last fiscal year will be laid 
before you, as well as the Estimates for the amounts required 
for expenditure during the coming year, all prepared with due 
regard to economy and the requirements of the Public Service. 


‘“GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


‘“T now leave you to the business of the Session, having 
full confidence that your deliberations will be divinely guided 
to the best interests and welfare of the Province.’’

A. Donald Marsh was committed to the Hospital for the 
Insane at Ponoka under warrant dated the 20th May, 1914. 

2. Q. Did he possess any personal property or real estate 
at the time he was taken to the asylum? 

A. The report received from the Justice of the Peace who 
took the case stated that Marsh had a homestead near Ronan, 
not patented. The evidence of Henry White, one of the witnesses, 
was to the effect that Marsh had been found in possession of 
a team of mules, a team of horses, a wagon, and a number of 
other articles proved to have been stolen. Marsh had in his 
possession a watch bearing a presentation inscription and a 
sum of $5.05. In April, 1915, Mr. Weidenhammer communi- 
cated to the Provincial Treasurer information that Marsh had 
left with Henry White a team of horses. 

3. Q. If he had, what steps were taken by the overnmen! 
in regard to this property— 

(a) Was it sold by auction sale? 
(b) What was the amount of money received out of 
his personal or real estate? 

A. The said sum of $5.05 was paid to the Provincial Secre- 
tary, to be applied towards payment of the expenses incurred 
in connection with Marsh’s treatment. On the 16th April, 
1915, the Officer Commanding the R.N.W.M.P., Edmonton, 
was requested to investigate Mr. Weidenhammer’s statement, 
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and on the 29th April, a report was received from such officer, 
stating that White was in possession of the team mentioned 
and also that certain loose effects at Marsh’s homestead had 
been sold for payment of the taxes on the land. On May 11th, 
1915, White called at the Department and stated that he had 
the team in his possession, and that they could be taken at 
any time. On the 15th May, 1915, the guardianship of the 
estate was delegated to the National Trust Company, Ltd., 
Edmonton, who subsequently sold the team, wagon and harness 
in Edmonton, by auction, the net proceeds after deducting 
auctioneer’s charges being $109.05. On the 4th August, 1914, 
Marsh’s homestead was cancelled, and the sum of $30.00 was 
received by the Dominion Land Agent from the new entrant 
as the value of improvements carried out by Marsh. On a re- 
valuation of the improvements, a further assessment may be 
made. Application for this sum of $30.00 has been made by 
the guardians to the Dominion Land Office. The watch was 
handed over to the gentleman whose name is inscribed thereon.

“T beg leave to move the adjournment of the House in 
order to bring before the Legislative Assembly of this Province 
a matter that demands immediate consideration. 

“In doing this it becomes necessary to refer to certain 
facts that are expressed by a matter of record of the seventh 
day of March, 1916, and which are as follows: 

“1. On that date certain charges were made by myself, 
having an implied reference to the Department of the Honourable 
the Attorney General. 
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“2. The statements of the Premier, and consequently of 
the Government, on that occasion were to the effect that such 
charges were improperly made, constitutionally considered, 
inasmuch as they were not specific in their purport and did 
not name a Minister of the Crown or any individual, and that 
when charges specific as to purport and to person were made, 
the Government would be pleased to consider the appointment 
of a Royal Commission, or any other proper means, with the 
fullest freedom on the part of His Majesty’s loyal Opposition 
in the matter of investigation and in the matter of selection of 
counsel for the same. 

‘3. A vote being then taken, the motion for the investigation 
of the charges then made was lost, and by this vote the statement 
of the Premier was ratified and the attitude of the Government 
sustained. 

‘Therefore, I, George Douglas Stanley, a Member of this 
House, standing in my place in this House, and on my respon- 
sibility as a Member of this House, do hereby declare and 
charge: 

“1. That the Honourable the Attorney General, namely, C. 
W. Cross, has been and is guilty of corrupt practices in office 
in one or all of the following particulars: 

(a) That licensees, being such under The Liquor License 
Ordinance, of this Province, have paid under duress, large 
sums of money to agents of the Attorney General for election 
purposes. and that the Honourable the Attorney General, 
namely, C. W. Cross, was cognizant thereof and a party thereto. 

““(b) That licensees of this Province have paid large sums 
of money to the agents of the Attorney General for the purpose 
of obtaining unlawful concessions in matters governed by The 
Liquor License Ordinance, and that the Honourable the Attorney 
General was cognizant thereof and a party thereto. 

“(c) That licensees of this Province have paid large sums 
of money to the agents of the Attorney General for the purpose 
of stifling or unjustly abandoning prosecutions under The Liquor 
License Ordinance, and that the Honourable the Attorney 
General, namely, C. W. Cross, was cognizant thereof and a party 
thereto. 

‘“(d) That certain licensees of this Province have paid 
a large sum of money to the agents of the Attorney General 
for the purpose of securing immunity from the threats and coercion 
of such agents and further extortions in the matter of privileges 
granted under The Liquor License Ordinance, and that the 
Honourable the Attorney General, namely, C. W. Cross, was 
cognizant thereof and a party thereto. 

‘Having performed this duty I now request the Honourable 
the Premier of this Province, to take such steps as are necessary 
that the Lieutenant Governor in Council may appoint a Com- 
mission consisting of three Justices of the Supreme Court of 
Alberta to make full-investigation of the charge of corrupt 
practices in office now laid against the Honourable C. W. Cross 
and to make enquiry into the administration of. the Liquor 
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License Branch of the Department of the Attorney General 
in reference to each and every matter named in the said charge, 
and that the said Commission shall have the authority and all 
the powers mentioned in Section 2 of the Act respecting Enquiries 
Concerning Public Matters, being Chapter 2 of the Statutes of 
Alberta of 1908, and in addition to such authority and powers 
all such jurisdiction, authority and powers as they would have 
if acting as Justices of the Supreme Court of Alberta in relation 
to a cause or matter in the said Court, and that the said Com- 
mission shall select counsel to assist in the conduct of the said 
investigation and enquiry, reserving to themselves the privilege, 
if they should deem it advisable in the public interests, to permit 
the services of counsel other than that selected by themselves, 
and further upon conclusion of the said investigation and enquiry 
the said Commission shall make a report in respect of the matter 
charged to the Lieutenant Governor in Council for the information 
of the Legislative Assembly of this Province.”
